By refusing to take adv antage of 
the power v ested in them to limit 
the number of saloons in Conners­ 
ville 'to any number from one to every 
five hundred of the the inhabitants 
of the city up to one to ev ery one 
thousand inhabitants, itibe hoard of 
eommissiqners of Fay ette county , at 
their regular monthly session Mon­ 
day , literally threw down 'the bars to 
the saloon men, say s the Conners­ 
ville News. 
The board considered 
and granted liquor licenses to every 
applicant who filed a legal petition 
for same. 
Ten licensed in all were 
granted. 
Originally there were elev ­ 
en men who made legal publication 
that they would apply for license, but 
Richard Hughes withdrew his notice 
sev eral day s ago. 
Under the law a s passed by the 
Indiana Legislature, the operation of 
which is no*t interfered with in the 
least by " the commissioners,- nineteen 
saloons %iay ex ist in Connersville. 
The legislature computes tihe inhabi­ 
tants of a city by multiply ing 'the to­ 
tal v ote ca st for the candidates for 
may or at the preceding emotion by 
fiy e, which would giv e Connersville a 
population of 9,830, or five times 
19G0, the total v ote cast for Gray and 
Wiles at the last election.

The city council will meet in regu­ 
lar session this evening at which time 
it seems very likely that the amount 
of license which to be paid by sa ­ 
loons in Rushville will he determined 
or steps will be taken in that direc­ 
tion. The may or and members of the 
city council hav e refused to make 
any statement in regard to what will 
be done and it is not known just what 
action will be taken or whether any 
action will be taken at all. 
The city council has tlhe sole pow­ 
er to fix the amount of license fee, 
which is v ested in that body by the 
Procter restrictiv e law. The law pro- * 
vides that the license in a city of this 
class shall he two hundred dollars. 
But the act giv es the city councils 
the power to raise the 
license 
in 
cities of this class as high as five 
hundred dollars. So that the council 
may fix the fee between those two ex ­ 
tremes, if they act within thirty day s 
after the hill becomes a law. 
It was 
signed by the governor Saturday . In 
ea^e they take no action, the fee will 
be two hundred dollars. 
Section, twenty -three of the Proc­ 
tor law, which pertains to the regula­ 
tion of fees is as follows: 
“ Every person, firm or corporation 
I to whom a license 
for the

j intox icating liquors at retail or any 
I renewal thereof is granted, shall, be­ 
fore making any sales of intox icating 
■ ■ 
o 
liquors under such license, 
or 
re­ 
newal, pay into the treasury of said 
towq^hip, city or incorporated town, 
the license fees as fo llo w s, to w it: 
Tha't if such premises are 
located 
within the corporate limits of any 
city of the first and second classes, 
or within four miles thereof, the city 
slhnll charge a license 
fee of 
three 
hundred ($300) dollars; if within the 
corporate limits of any other eitv or 
within two miles of such corporate 
limit, the sum of two hundred ($200) 
dollars; 
if within the corporate lim­ 
its of any incorporated town or with­ 
in two miles of the corporate limits 
thereof, the sum of one hundred and 
fifty ($150) dollars; if located with­ 
out the corporate limits of any city 
or incorporated town and not within 
tihe distance from such city or in­ 
corporated town as hereinabove pro­ 
vided, the sum of fifty ($50) dollars 
shall be paid into the treasury of the 
township: Provided, That the com­ 
mon council of any city or the hoard 
of trustees of any incorporated town 
may increase such license fee as fol­ 
lows: In cities of the first and sec­ 
ond classes, or within 
four 
miles 
thereof, and in any

city or 


within two 
miles 
thereof, to

amount not ex ceeding five hundred 


($500) dollars; 
and in any incor­ 


porated town or

TENTATIVE PROGRAM ADOPTED 


Fo llo wing tho Pro mpt Actio n o n the 
Canadian Recipro city Agrement, the 
Wo o l and Co tto n Schedules o f the 
Present Tariff Law Will Be Taken 
Up Fo r Rev isio n—Departmental In­ 
s t i g a t i o n Is Threatened. 


W ashingto n, March 7.—A bill embo ­ 
dying the term s o f the Canadian agree­ 
ment, to gether with pro v isio ns amend­ 
ing the co tto n and wo o len schedules 
o f the tariff law, will 
be passed 
no t later than May I, if the present 
plans o f the Demo cratic co mmittee o n 
ways and means are carried o ut. 
Aliho ugh 
the 
Demo cratic 
co m­ 
mitteemen are at present no t inclined 
to discuss their plans at length, the 
legislativ e pro gram fo r the special 
sessio n, so far as the tariff is co n­ 
cerned, may be summarized as fo l­ 
lo ws: 
First, the presentatio n o f a bill en­ 
acting the pro v isio ns o f the Canadian 
agreement. 
To this are to be added 
amendments rev ising the wo o l sched­ 
ule, which the president himself char­ 
acterized as “indefensible,” and the 
co tto n schedule. 
Seco nd, a bill rev ising o ther sched­ 
ules affecting the necessaries o f life. 
It is the belief o f the Demo cratic 
ho use leaders that their first tariff bill 
can be dispo sed o f, so far as they are 
co ncerned in fo ur weeks at the mo st. 
With that o ut o f the way the co mmit­ 
tee o n ways and means will tackle an­ 
o ther bill, which will pro v ide fo r re­ 
ductio ns o n the necessaries o f life no t 
to uched upo n in the first measure.

seco nd 
measure, 
passed 
and 
transm itted to the senate, the ho use 
will be ready fo r o ther business. The 
leaders ex pect that the senate will 
pro ceed deliberately in the co nsidera 
tio n o f these two tariff bills. 
Acco rd 
ingly, they will pro v ide wo rk to keep 
the ho use busy. 
Definite plans co v ering the perio d 
between the date o f the passage by 
the ho use o f the tariff bill says the 
return o f o ne o r bo th measures by the 
senate hav e no t been co mpleted. They 
are no w being discussed info rmally 
No effo rt will be made to perfect a

finished. 
Representativ e 
Ollie Jam es o f Kentucky stro ngly ad 
v o cates the creatio n o f special co m 
m lttees to inquire into the activ ities

This pro po sal may be ado pted. Demo ­ 
crats generally want the special ses 
Bio n to be as brief as po ssible. Actio n
